Oxford Expedition to Investigate 
Island Northeast of Spitsbergen 


An Arctic expedition largely un- 
dertaken by Oxford University is 
about to start on an exploration 
of North Eastland, a large island, 
ninety miles square, which lies to 
the northeast of Spitzenbergen. 
Two previous attempts have been 
made to explore li. The first in 
1873 was by the Norwegian. Nor- 
denskoid, who was only partially 
successful.

Review of Business in Pacific Southwest Shows No 
Depression; Investment Market Strong | 


“There is a growing accumulation of evidence that the Pacific 
Southwest is now laying a solid foundation for continuing prosperity 
and that there is no likelihood of anything comparable to a depression 
developing in this territory, in spite of a psychology favorable to euch

This is the statement contained 
in the Monthly Summary of Con- 
Gitions in the Pacific Southsrest, 
compiled by the research depart- 
ment of The First National Bank 
of Los Angeles, the Pacific-South- 
west, Trust & Savings Bank and 
the First Security Company, re-' 
leased ‘for publication today. 

The summary reachee this con- 
clusion after having stated that

GENERAL SUMMARY

At the latest date for which in- 
formation is available Argentina 
was estimated to have had a per 
capita consumption of all kinds of 
meat amounting to 281 pounds. 
The average foe the United States 
over the period was 157 pounds. 

“Canada stood not far below the 
United States, with 137 pounds of 
meat consumed per capita, and 
Cuba showed 124 pounds. Next 
came the two most highly indus- 
trialized nations of Europe. the 
United Kingdom with 120 pounds 
per capita and Germany with 115 
pounds. A marked difference in 
rate of consumption existed be- 
tween these countries and France. 
standing next, where the quantity 
available for each person was only 
eighty pounds. Italy with forty- 
seven. pounds had the lowest per 
capita consumption among the 
countries for which data are avail- 
able.”’

cial size. The output south of the 
Tehachapi will he small, with the 
exception of apricots, while condi- 
tions in the San Joaquin Valley are 
fair to good. Fresh fruit shipments 
are beginning to move to the mar- 
kets. The walnut crop develop- 
ing slowly and is not as favorable 
as in 19238. 

The raisin and grape crops will 
be less than for the past two years, 
but market conditions are more 
favorable and prices are expected 
to be higher than last seasun. Bean 
output will be small except where 
sufficient irrigation is availabie 
The grain and alfalfa crops will be 
short and it will be necessary to 
import additional 
neighboring States. The 
situation is very encouraging, the 
crop 
the total yield will materially ex- 
ceed that of last year. Imperial 
Valley cantaloupe shipments have 
been very heavy and prices have 
been good.

DISTRIBUTION HOLDS UP 


Distribution.and consumption of 
goods in the Pacific Seouth«rest is 
holding up remarkably well in the 
face of these temporary adverse 
factor<.

Construction activity has improved 
slightiy. Industrial output contin- 
ues on a large scale, particularly 
in food products. Iron and steel 
operations equal those of May, 
although furniture manufacturing 
is on a reduced basis.

POREIGN EXCHANGE 


The attitude of the Foreign Ex- 
has been one of 
ligtiessness and watchful expecta- 
tion as to the trend of political af- 
fairs, both foreign and domestic. 

Sterling has hovered around 4.32. 
refiecting the influence of the 
movements in other European cur- 
rencies. Thé change in the French 
government was folowed by a 
sharp recession in franc to about 
4.85; but on the formation of the 
Herriot Ministry the entire loss 
was quickly recovered and francs 
have since fluctuated between 5.30 
and 6.40. Belgian francs have fol- 
lowed the French and have main- 
tained the same proportionate rate 
of discount. Italian lire, in face, 
of the domestic disturbances, re- 
ceded from their steady position 
and fell somewhat sharply to about 
4.26, from which they improved to 
4.33 at this time.

Received First Impetus in 
Suggestion by Hughes 


Wanted No Politicians as 
World Problem Arbiters 


Commercial Men Proved 
Experts at Diplomacy

WASHINGTON, July 4.—The fa- 
mous Dawes plan, providing for 
the settlement of German affairs 
including reparations, it is now

© first was the famous , New 
Haven address of Secretary of 
State Hughes, which contained the 
suggestion that nonpolitical bust- 
ness interests of America m t 
prove better arbiters of the Eu- 
ropean problem than the diplomats 
who had dwelt so long in the 
chancelleries of Europe that a dif- 
ferent view of world affairs neec- 
essarily was entertained by them. 
The other was a declaration in a set 
of resolutions passed at the Rome 
meeting of the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce in March, 1923. 
This body Was the outgrowth of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, which maintains 
headquarters at Washington and 
concerns itself with great national 


economic nature. 

The Rome resolutions were the 
result of a two-year study by 
American business men connected 
with the International Chamber. 
They laid down a set of principles 
upon which they believed a plan 
could be bullt for the rehabilita- 
tion of Europe and of German af- 
fairs. The lawes body was able 
to accep, this with only such al- 
terations as were necessary to 
bring it up to date. 


BETTER THAN DIPLOMATS 

This fact is regarded by the few 
persons familiar with it as consti- 
tuting a remarkable tribute to the 
genius of American business men 
for solving problems which had 
baffled the first diplomats of Eu- 
rope for the period since the sign- 
ing of the Treaty of Versailles. 

Delegates from the United States 
as well as from all other countries 
which have membership in. the In- 
ternational Chamber, attended that 
conference and discussed a muliti- 
tude of subjects of world impor- 
tance.
